Reconsideration of the 
restriction requirement is respectfully requested, as it is respectfully submitted that a 
search of the claims of group I would overlap with a search of the claims of group II 
(claim 25). 

In response to the requirement for an election of species, applicants hereby elect 
the species wherein the counterion is a polyether, and the species wherein the organic 
polymer is a polynucleic acid. Currently claims 1-6, 8-18, 20-24 and 26-30 are readable 
on the elected species.
